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DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Amendment 

1 . Applicant's amendment filed on December 07, 201 0 has been entered. Claims 

34, 59, and 62 have been amended. Claims 5, 9-33, 49, 50, 54, and 57 have been 
cancelled. No claims have been added. Claims 1-4, 6-8, 34-53, 55, 56, and 58-64 are 
still pending in this application, with claims 1 , 34, 53, 56, 59, and 62 being independent. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1 -4, 6-8, 34-48, 51 , 52, 56, 58, and 62-64 are allowed. 

3. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: See Applicant Arguments/Remarks of 1 2/07/201 0. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 101 

35 U.S.C. 101 reads as follows: 

Whoever invents or discovers any new and useful process, macliine, manufacture, or composition of 
matter, or any new and useful improvement thereof, may obtain a patent therefor, subject to the 
conditions and requirements of this title. 

4. Claims 53, 55, 59-61 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because the claimed 
invention is directed to non-statutory subject matter. 

5. Examiner's previous rejection of claims 53, 55, and 59-61 is withdrawn. 

However, claims 53, 55, and 59-61 are still directed towards non-statutory subject 
matter. Claims 53, 55, and 59-61 recite a computer-readable storage "medium", 
however, a "medium" is not specifically defined in Applicant's specification. Therefore, 
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one may interpret tine "medium" as possibly being some form of transmission media 
(i.e., carrier wave, signal, etc.). Therefore, in order to be in proper format, and to 
contain acceptable language, claims 53, 55, and 59-61 should recite, for example, "A 
non-transitory computer-readable storage medium encoded with instructions
